off out of range o fltuselan Buns anil 
rained a/t'orrrfnl of shot into tlio fleet. 
Tho Slavu, a battleship relic of tho 
Rugso-Japanose war, was hit several 
times and'SUnk, hor crew'"being taken 
off by a Russian destroyer. 


The fleet then withdrew Into Moon 


Bay and the Germans, quick to »ee 
their advantage, 'began an intenso as- 
sault upon Moon Island, which they 
finally captured at tho samo tlmo dl? 
trlbuting their fleet BO that tho exit 
to the bay to the Hay of Finland on 
the north an dthe Gulf of Hiiro, on tho 
south .waa barred. 


Already tlio Germans havo attemp- 


ted to forco the passage, but thoy liavo 
been held' back by tlio Russian guns 
and shore batteries but for how long 
is uncertain. Among the German Hoot 
are two dreadnoughts, whoso power- 
ful guns no outrange- 
the Russian 


licet that they could 
not possibly 


stand and give- battle. It is possible 
that these big ships may not bo able 
to navigate In tho more shallow water 
and that the Russians may hold the 
lighter ships off. 


With tho victory over tho Russians 


conies the news of mutiny in tho 
German mivy at Ostond and .tho mu- 
tiny and fighting between tho German 
and Austrian sailors In , Ostend are 
reported to have 
refused 
duty on 


board tho German submarines and to 
have mutined and 
thrown officers 


overboard. In the Adriatic .tho Aus- 
trhui sailors .havo revolted .against 
the treatmcn tof tho offjcors and. tho 
food and several officers have been 
killed. Thcro has been - fighting be- 
tween the sailors of tho German and 
Austrian submarines, 
owing to tho 


overbearing attitude of tho Germans 
and ft had resulted In ^several bad 
fights. So great has tho trouble been 
that tho Gorman submarine base luis 
been sent from Poala to a point fur- 
ther down tho coast.
